THB SHOOTING CASE. 


Examinations or Jonn Seay and BUI 


Deeper Again Deferred. 


The examination of John Seay for 


shooting Arthur Kellam at the Thomas 
boarding bouse, and Bill Decker as ac- 
cessory, was to have been held this fore- 
noon in Justice McGorray's court, and 
the accused were there ready for trial, as 
was also State's Attorney Vail and Peo- 
ple's witnesses, prepared to prosecute the 
defendants, who were represented by Lee 
& Finn; but for some unknown reason 
Arthur Kellam, the principal prosecuting 
witnosp, did not appear. Kellam has 
been up and about the city since lost 
Friday, and was at Mre, Jacobs' residence, 
on East William Btreef, last evening and 
thia morning. Ho wan informed of the 
hour and place of the trial, but he failed 
to put in au appearance. Mr. Vail sent 
an oflioer to look him up, bat he could 
not be found. Various speculation!) were 
made as to the cause of Kellam's absence. 
Some saul he had suddenly gone nway 
and would not appear against Seay. The 
State's Attorney caused an attachment to 
issue for Kellnm, and the examination 
was continued until 9 o'clock on Friday 
morning. The People claim to ho\ o am- 
ple testimony against both Seay and 
Decker to send them to the penitentiary 
for a term of years, whether Kellam ap- 
pears or not. Mra. Jacobs saw the affray, 
and the officers who arrested Decker 
know that he carried a revolver and have 
evidence that he assioted Seay to keep 
out of the way. 


In the course of his remarks to tbe 


court Mr Vail charged thnt there was no 
doubt but that witnesses for the People 
had been tempered with in the interest 
o* the defendants and to defeat the ends 
of justice 
He also stated that he him- 


self bad been offered $25 not to prose- 
cute the case. Evidently there is not a 
very bright outlook for certain parties 
who have partly succeeded in making a 
mockery of the Seay prosecution. 


It is believed that Arthur Kellftm has 


been iudiii ed to leave the city and not 
return. Ollicers are on the watch for 
him and will endeavor to bring him bs- 
fore the court next Friday.

The Great Value of the Cereal M «n Effect. 


Ive Gatherer of NltrogeB. 


Corn is most valuable when grown 


tor fodder. Its feeding qualities as fod- 
ler are well known. Many fanners who 
feed it largely declare it to be equal to 
meadow hay. For 
many years the 


writer has grown it largely for use in a 
butter dairy, and in feeding it alter- 
nately with clover hay has not been 
able to detect any difference m theyie-ld 
of milk or the product of butter; that 
la when equally good care has been 
taken to cut it when in the best condi- 
tion—when in blossom, for instance— 
and to euro it carefully and well. 
It ifl 


a natural nitrogen gatherer, too. In 
some careful experiments recorded in 
tiie report of tbo Connecticut Experi- 
ment Station, by Prof. Atwater, a crop 
of corn grown for grain and manured 
with superphosphate and potash salts 
gathered fifty-seven pounds of nitrogen 
per acre from the soil. 
When this ij 


fed on the farm this nitrogen, gathered 
from sources in the soil which grain 
crops could not reach, will be returned 
in tho manure in a form and condition 
that 
will 
make 
it available 
fot 


more exacting crop?, such as roots; 
but these, too, arc natural nitrogen 
gatherers, and can bo grown in very 
large quantities with the cheaper mm- 
oral manures, chiefly potash and super- 
phosphate. To sum up, then, it may 
be stated in short that the farmer who 
desires to enrich his soil may do it in 
two wa} s—first, by feeding cattle fot 
fattening 
or for the dairy on pur- 


chased foods; and, second, by grow- 
ing 
clover, 
peas, 
corn 
fodder, 


mangels and sugar beets: and, further, 
these" crops, instead of using up or ex* 
haustmg the fertility gained by tb« 
teeding, on the other hand still furthot 
economize this gained 
fertility by 


actually drawing nitrogen from some 
hidden'antl inaccessible sources in the 
soil and bringing it to tbe surface, 
or into our own hands, so that it may 
be easily recovered in an active condi< 
lion in the manure made by feeding 
tlie^e crops 


As yet the Eastern farmer has not 


learned how gi eat a benefit may ao- 
orne from labor-saving appliances in 
corn culture.

As might 
be supposed, those who pursue agricul- 
ture as an occupation are largely in ex-
